; The total cos: of government in 1924 of the 
forty-eight state governments amounted to $1,513,- 
628,021. The operation and maintenance of general

‘The revenue receipts of the states from all sources 
in 1924, amounted to $1,370,066,000. The per

In 1925 the revenue receipts of all the states 
amounted to a per capita of $4.66 as against $12.31 
jor 1924. . 

Governmental cost payments have _ practically 
dolbled per capita since 1919, when they amounted 
to $5.18, while in 1924 they were $9.10. 

The-net per capita debt has a bit more than 
doubled in the same period.
